Forty Brooklyn. boys, ranging from 11 
to 15 years old, experienced some real: 
thrills last night to top off the excite- 
ment of a.merry day spent at the Pali- 
sades Park as the guests of Brother Leo 
of St. Augustine’s Roman Catholic 
Church, Sixth. Avenue and Sterling 
Place, Brooklyn, when the sixty-foot 
auxiliary sloop Norma, in which they 
were returning home, stalled its motor 
and drifted perilously near a reef off 
Fifty-sixth Street in the East River 

The boys, graduates of St. Augustine's 
Parochial School, left early in the morn- 
ing with Brother Leo in the Norma. 
They had a great time on the Jersey 
side and were not assembled to return 
until after dark. 

Instead of going directly. down the 
Hudson, Captain Sable*decided to cli- 
max the successful jay with a long 
boat ride. Off Fifty-ninth Street the 
engine became disabled. A short dis- 
tance away ver a reef toward which 
the boat drifted passing tug was 
hailed, hut she could not: reach the 
sloop because of shallow water. 

Then torches were lit and waved in 
the air by Brother Leo and some of 
the older boys, while Captain Sable 
blew distress signals. The torches 
were seen by inmates at Blackwells 
Island and persons ‘along the Manhattan 
bank of the river. e shrill calls 
of: the whistle also attracted attention. 

In about ten minutes the fireboat

THE GALM TEMPERAMENT. 
President Emeritus CHartes W. 
Exrot of Harvard University, one of 
the most respected of living Amer- 
icans, is naturally asked as he ap- 
proachés 90—hé is now in his 
eighty-seventh year—how he accounts 
for his mental and physical vigor at 
such an advanced age. This is his 
answer: 

A sound constitution never fmpaired 
by any sétious disease or accident, a 
calm temperament expectant of good, 
the habit of teking daily exercise in 
the open aif, tfoderation ih eating and 
a slight and never steady nor regular 
use of stimulants like tea, coffee, al- 
cohol and tobacco. 

The key to this distinguished man’s 
system of keeping young is his ‘‘ calm 
temperament expectant.of good.’’ He 
was born an optimist. He has culti- 
vated optimism sanely; never has he 
allowed himself to get éxciteg about 
‘anything, even about the reforms’ in 
which he was most interested. Keep- 
ing cool, keeping calm, keeping sweet— 
that is the way to become a young old 
man. Nothing else matters greatly. 
You may take exercise in the open air 
évéry day and be sparing in the use 
of stifmulants without learning the 
secret of extending the Psalmist’s age 
many years. 

JOHN BukRovdHs once explained his 
80 years and more by saying that he 
had always minded his own business. 
That was not the secret, or CLEMEN- 
c#au, in the judgment 6f his ctitem- 
poraries, would have died long igé. 
Joun BurroveHs is an example of the 
calm temperament. A man who has 
played with chipmunks and conversed 
with birds was surely born. calm. 
Mr. Burroucus has been so busy keep- 
ing on good’ terms with four-footed and 
feathered creatures all his waking 
hours that he never had time to think 
of the businéss of other people. 
CHaRLes W. ‘Exot is not quite like 
that. He has been an active, a mili- 
tant reformer, and therefore. he has 
meddled 4 good deal with people who 
needed reforming. But through it all 
his temiperament has functioned flaw- 
lessly. Thé éxcitément has been on 
the paft of thé other féllows. In 
periods of failure and disappointmént 
Mr. Bidor’s optimism has saved him 
from wear and teat. To grow old and 
at the same fime to lose youth slowly 
it is ne¢essaty to hope for the best as 
well as to.be calm ih every Crisis. 

The Presidént Emeritus of Harvard 
thinks that he was Once saved from a 

physical breakdown by riding horse- 
back and erviising about the New Eng- 
land coast in a smiall sloop. These 
fortis of exercise; Which most of us 
will envy him in the retrospect, un- 
doubtedly helped to Réep his Body in 
tuhe with his ideals, but did not 
break down because he 
temperament and because nothing 
could dim his optimism.

$500,000 by Heckscher of New 
York City for the ‘endowment of re- 
search in Cornell University was an- 
nounced by President Jacob Gould 
Schurman at the University’s fifty-sec- 
ond commencenient today, ‘The income 
of the fund created by Mr, Heckscher’s 
gift will be used to maintain professor- 
ships of research and to provide facili- 
ties for scientific work. The scholars 
to be selected for such professorships 
will be relieved of routine teaching and 
details of administration, in order that 
they may be free to devote the best of 
their energies to scientific investigation, 
and, incidentally, to the training of fu- 
ture investigators, 

The aim of the foundation, President 
Schurman said, would be to discover 
men of. great promise in science and 
learning and to give them an opportu- 
nity to engage in research.

After a five-hour session yesterday, 
the Governors of the New York Stock 
Exchange, who had been conaidering 
charges developed against Allan A. 
Ryan as an outgrowth of the Stutz 
Motor stock corner, adjourned without 
making formal announcement of their 
decision. Mr. Ryan, who was charged 
with ‘conduct of proceedings incon- 
‘sistent with just and equitable prin- 
ciples of trade,” was not present, having 
declined several days ago to appear at 
the hearing and be a “ sacrificial lamb.”’ 
at any ‘star chamber’’ proceeding. 
The verdict of the Governors will be 
announced this morning from the ros- 
trum of the* Exchange, according to a 
statement by one of _the .Governors. 
This statement was interpreted generally 
by brokers as an indication that Mr. 
Ryan will be disciplined. 
Mr. Ryan said last night that he had 
not heard what the decision was. 
“It is immaterial to me,” he said, 
Px pone | really I do not give a damm what 
Mr. Ryan appeared the least con- 
cerned yesterday of any one affected by 
the proceedings. In the early afternoon 
he attended a directors’ meeting of the 
Vanadium Corporation of America: 
After the meeting, it was reported, a4 
went to the races at Jamaica. Ha 
formal verdict been rendered last night, 
however, Mr. Ryan would have issued 
a statement, which, it’ was said, would 
have appeared in several newspapers 
ay as an advertisement and would 


started by Mr. Ryan to recover heavy 
damages against the Exchange. .In one 
report the amount was set at $16,000,- 
foo, the Governors of the Exchange be- 
ng the defendants. Mr. Ryan said 
three. suits would be instituted, but would 
not comment on the damages to 
asked. 

The absence of Mr. Ryan yesterday 
did not deter the Exchange Governors 
from considering charges: against him. 
Many witnesses were called, one at a 
time. The meeting was opened at 3:30 
o’clock, more than an hour after an 
announcement —— Governor that the 
decision would! announted from the 
rostrum of the Exchange. In addition 
to the Governors of the xchange, those 
present were the Secretary, k. V. D. 
Cox; H. 8S. rtin, the Assistant Sec- 
retary, and H. H. Petry, another em- 
ploye of the- Exchange. 

Mr. Ryan contend in several public 
attacks on the Exchange that he was 
being triéd by a “ packed jury’’ and 
that he would not submit to such a pro- 
cedure, but would be willing to appear 


fata hearing open to the public. He 


made. much of ‘the point that in the trial 
before the Governors he would not have 
the right to counsel. 

In the Stutz corner, it is alleged, Mr. 
Ryan purchased contracts for _miore 
stock than was outstanding. Tradihg in 
the shares was suspended by the Stock 
Exchange, and, later, in response to the 
request of the Stutz Motor Car Com- 
pany, the shares were stricken from the 
list and trading was opened on the Curb. 
The last sale of Stutz stock on the Ex- 
change was at 301, but with trading sus- 
pended an outside market was. created 
and the stock soared to above $400. A 
few shares brought as high as $700 a 
share at auction. 

The Stutz shorts, among whom, Mr. 
Ryan says, were Governors of ‘the Ex- 
change, were forced to settle their con- 
tracts at a share,‘ this pricé being 
agreed upon between the Protective 
Committee representing the shorts and 
‘Mr. Ryan. The Stock Exchange dis- 
avowed any interest in the settlement, 
but in charges later brought against 
him ‘it inserted a statement that he had 
exacted an exorbitant settlement price. 
Early in the controversy Mr.. Ryan 
tendered his resignation, but it was not 
acted upon, as there was an investiga- 
tion in progress under the Direction of 
the Business Conduct Committee, 
which was not completed until recently. 
Ryan, ‘however, céntendéed he had
